T/ith the exception 
that it is a little larger, the ear is very 
much like flint- The difference in the 
wo lies in the kernel. The kernel of 
soft corn is composed entirely of soft, 
starchy endosperm with the exception 
of the germ. There is no dent or 
horny endosperm. 


Sweet corn is a very widely knotrn 


type, being grown everywhere as a 
human food. The length of season re- 
quired for maturity differs "widely ac- 
cording to Ihe variety grown. It shows 
a decided tendency to sucker and to 
grow two ears on one stalk. The ears 
are rather snial! and the grains are 
broad and rounded. The kernel is very 
much v. rinkleii when ripe and has a 
horny, translucent endosperm sur- 
rounding a soft endosperm. 


Pop corn is very widely grown for 


human consumption. There are tivo 
groups of varieties, the rice and the 
pear!. The rice is the smaller of the 
two and is characterized by bits of 
sharp kernels. 
The ears are small 


and usually three or more produced 
on each stalk. Nearly all of the enao 
sperm is hard and this gives ij the 
property of turning inside cut when 
heated. Tlier.-1 is a. very small amount 
of soft endosperm near the germ.
